ee Bur what are thefe French principles, concerning which 
fo much alarm has been fpread in the nation? Before we join 
in abufing French principles, thefe principles fhould be more 
diftinétly fpecified. What are called French principles appear 
manifeftly to.have had their origin in England; and to be the 
fame which have been advanced by fome of the beft and ablett 
writers. The French nation has maintained that “ all men 
are borf, and remain free and equal in rights ; that focial dif. 
tin¢tions cannot be founded but on common utility ; that the 
end of all political diftinGions, is the prefervation of the na- 
tural and impreferiptible Rights of Man; that thefe Rights are 
liberty, property, fecurity, and refiftance againft oppreffion ; that 
the principle of fovereignty refides effentially in the nation to 
people at large ; and that. no body of men, nor any individual, 
can exercife an authority that does not emanate exprefsly from 
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that fource.”—Fhefe are- the principles which appear to have 
given fo much offence to the German defpots; but in what re- 
fpect do they ditfer from the principles of Sydney and of Locke? 
Sydney has proved, ‘* that all juft magifterial power is ‘from 
the people ; and that liberty is the right of all mankind ;” and 
Locke maintains, that “ all legitimate government is derived 
from the confent of the people, that men are naturally equal, 
and that no one has a right to injure his life, health, liberty, 
or pofieffions, that no mar in civil fociety ought to be fubjec& 
to the arbitrary will of others, but only to knowmand eftab- 
tifhed laws made by the general confent for the common bene- 
fit; that no taxes are to be levied on the people, without the 
confent of the majority, given by themfelves or by their depu- 
tics; that kings and princes, magiftrates and rulers of every 
clafs, have no juit authority but what is delegated to them by” 
the people ; and which, when not employed for their benefit, 
the peuple have always a right to refume, in whatever hands it 
may be placed.” The French principles have been affigned as . 
a reafon for engaging in a war with France:—But are we to 
carry on a war againft France, to eradicate fuch principles of 
Sydney and of Locke? Of all the nations of the earth, are the 
people of England to be felected, to engage in a crufade, tor 
prevent the propagations of the principles of liberty :”
